LYNCH MOB BURN 


NEBRASKA COURTHOUSE 


KNOWN DEAD; MANY HURT;

OMAHA, Sept. 28.—After a nine c 


County Jail here, a mob of several thousand persons shortly after 11 o'clock tonight 
broke down the desperate defense of his prisoner made by Sheriff Michael L 
Clark, dragged William Brown, a negro, held for assault on a white girl, through 
flames that were fast consuming the magnificent Courthouse building, and hanged. 
him to an electric light pole. 


Prior to the lynching of the negro an attempt was made to hang Mayor Ed P, 


Smith when he appeared to appeal to the crowd. A rope was fastened about he 
neck by the infuriated crowd and but for the quick action of a policeman who cat 
the rope, another victim would have been added to the mob’s fury. Mayor Smith 
was carried from the scene unconscious and hurried to the office of a surgeon. Later 
he was taken to a hospital, where at midnight, he was still unconscious.

LEAGUE MAY SETTLE 
TACNA-ARICA DISPUTE. 


— 


BOUNDARY FIGHT BETWEEN 
CHILE AND PERU LONG- 
STANDING CONTROVERSY. 


_ [EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—One of 
the first questions which may be 
placed before the League of Nations, 
if formed, is the long-standing con- 
troversy between Chile and Peru over 
the boundary line between the two 
nations, familiarly referred to as the 
Tacna-Arica dispute. It was stated 
in official quarters here today that 
the league may be asked to decide 
this international question which 
has caused ill feeling between the 
two South American countries for 
several decades past. It is known 
that the American government would 
like to see the matter settled as Pan- 


American relations would be im- 
proved thereby. 
If some agreement could de 


reached before the meeting of the 
Pan-American financial conference in 
January next, it is believed there 
would be a more friendly spirit mani- 
fem there, although it is said to be 
extremely doubtful if a decision 
could be reached on such a large 
problem in so short a time. 

One suggestion which has been 
made many times is that the nar- 
row strip of territory in Northern 
Chile, which is the bone of conten- 
tion, be turned over to Bolivia, thus 
giving that country, which now has 
no coast line or seaport, an outlet 
to the Pacific. The President of 
Bolivia in his annual message to 
Congress a few days ago referred 
to this matter and declared that 
“without having direct communica- 
tion with the sea the organism of 
the country is incomplete.” 

Just what effect the change of 
government in Peru will have on 
the Tacna-Arica situation is not 
known here, although the Pardo gov- 
ernment in Peru, which was recent- 
ly overthrown by the Legula gov- 
ernment is said in some quarters to 
have been more friendly to Chile 
than the new Peruvian government 
which assumes office today with the 
assembling of the new Congress 
elected a few weeks ago. 

While the United States, as far 
as can be ascertained, is not taking 
any active steps to bring about a 
final settlement of the boundary die- 
pute between Peru and Chile, it is 
known that this country stands 
ready at any time to extend its good 
Offices in the matter. 


PROVIDE HOMES FOR 
WANDERING INDIANS. 


([EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

RENO (Nev.) Sept. 28.—One hun- 
dred and forty homeless Indians 
were made happy yesterday at Bat- 
tle Mountain when they were as- 
signed lots and will be aided in mak- 
ing homes of their own. Along 
with the allotment goes provision for 
a motion-picture assembly 
hall and other things of educational 
as well as entertaining value. 

A year ago the Indian service be- 
gan making colonies through Neva- 
da for homeless Indians and have 
already established one each near 
Reno, Carson City and Yerington. 
For the colony just east of Reno a 
matrons hall is among the im- 
provements to be added at once. 
The plans have just been finished 
end approved. 

One of the attractions at the 
Battle Mountain colony is a flowing 
artesian well, 300 feet deep and 
which raises twenty-four gallons a 
minute ten feet above ground, giv- 
nme ample provision for a modern 
water works system for the colony.

She explained how it was done, 
and had samples, one of which 
she sald was valued at $75 by 
a coatmaker. 

Seven pairs of silk stockings, 
lined with gloves, make a coat 
for a child of 4. A curtain 
taken from her house in Bar 
Harbor and lined with billiard 
table cloth fits a child of 8. A 
bed blanket makes a suit for a 
boy of 10. By taking some rag- 
bag scraps and leather post- 
cards, she made a fancy vest 
for a boy. 

Mrs. Walsh has turned out 
more than 4000 coats. Most of 
these were sent to the children 
of Belgium and France. In her 
home in Washington she em- 
ploys 100 girls to make gar- 
ments for the poor children of 
this country.

VIENNA, Sept. 25 (Via Paris) 
Sept. 28.—Another woe threatens to 
be added to the miseries already 
besetting this city. Without coal for 
electric power or light and/ com- 
pelled to walk miles to and from 
work the people now are told the 
bread allowance may be cut down.

“WHITE PLAGUE” 


Many Coming to Tuberculosis 
Conference this Week. 


Will Urge Open-Air School 
Rooms for Los Angeles. 


How to Aid Stricken Fighters 
will Get Attention. 

Prepared to participate in 
fourth annual meeting of the South- 
western Tuberculosis Conference at 
Beach, which will open 
Wednesday, nationally famous health 
experts are daily arriving in Los An- 
gelesy from New York, Washington 
and other Eastern cities. At the 
same time, many social service work- 
are coming to the conference, 
as their connection with the battle 
against the white plague isa declared 
to be no less important than that of 
the doctors. 

Every phase of tuberculosis and 
its economic and social complica- 
tions will be discussed. Returned 
soldiers, discharged from the service 
and without work, who are suffering 
from the disease, will occupy a large 


part of the attention of the coifer- 
ence. The programme for these sol- 
ders is finding them occupations that 
are upbullding, rather than detri- 
mental, to health. 

Little children and the work of 
preventing tuberculosis among them 
will also get much attention. More 
preventoriums for children and open- 
air schooirgoms will be recom- 
mended at the conference. Also 
steps may be taken to introduce a 
e¥Ystem of open-air schoolrooms in 
the Los Angeles schools, ahd many 
of the conference workers beliéve 
that of all cities in America Los 
Angeles should lead in this system, 
because of her climatic advantages. 

Special interest in the conference 
is centering around the scheduled 
appearance of Dr. Livingston Far- 
rand, chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee of the American Red Cross. 
Dr. Farrand was chosen by the cov- 
ernment to conduct the fight against 
tuberculosis waged in France during 
the war, and when he speaks before 
the conference he will tell many tn- 
teresting scientific facts connected 
with that work.

| “So improbable is the suggestion 
that it is met with amusement and 
laughter when it is proposed that 
preachers go out on a strike, and 
that ig all the more a reason why 
the churches should more thought- 
fully consider the matter of ade- 
quate support for the clergy. 
“The Los Angeles Times pub- 
lished a clever editorial recently on 
the ‘Policeman and the Preacher’ 
and advances reasons why each of 
these custodians of the public wel- 
fare should be better paid. These 
arguments are forcible and timely. 
Let the chivalrous officer of the law, 
who takes his life in his hand to 
protect our citizenship by night and 
day, receive a living wage—much 


such compensation ag will permit 
him to live in the comfort enjoyed 
by the average members of his con- 
gregation; and when ministers are 
assigned to labor in hard fields and 
must do a difficult pioneer work 
among people who are without 
means, then his support should be 
supplemented from the missionary 
funds of the general church. Every 
young minister as he begins his la- 
bors should be assured of 
$1200 a year. 

“Ministers do not preach for 
money but they cannot preach with- 
out money. A clean collar costs 
money, ang so does a book, and food 
costs the preacher just as much as 
it costs hig parishioners. It would 
be a pretty difficult matter to feed 
people’s souls if the preacher's 
own purse and stomach were 
empty, and the butcher and the 
grocer and the tallor were constant- 
ly thrusting their legitimate ac- 
counts upon him. While we do not 
live to eat we must eat to live. 

“A great simultaneous movement 
has been inaugurated in manv of 
the churches which will result in 
a radical reform in the matter of 
minister’s support. If the workman 
is worthy of his meat and he ig as- 
sured of it, manx young men who 
honestly and devotedly wish to be- 
come preachers will not hesitate as 
they have been justified in hesitat- 
ing in the past.

"ANNUNZIO'S CRIME.

This has been evident from the first dis- 
pute with the Italian representatives at the 
peace table when France and Great Brit- 
ain practically sided with America against 
Rome. And with the settlement must come 
punishment for D’Annunzio.

The others can look after their 
own honor; ft is for Washington to see that 
D’Annunzio is shown that he cannot flout 
the wishes of this country and get away 
with R. D’Anmnunzio deliberately upset a 
state of things at Fiume to attain which 
Prepident Wilson went to the extreme 
course of appealing to the Italians over the 
heads of their representatives at Paris. He 
seized Fiume for Italy, though the great 
powers, with America at their head, had 
decreed it should belong to the Jugo-Slavs. 
Moreover, he forced Americans, with other 
Allied troops, to leave the city. 

The Times, while freely acknowledging 
that Italy performed a great service in the 
war, remains firm in its conviction that 
President Wilson's gourse in regard to 
Fiume, dictated as it is by the loftiest mo- 
tives, is the right one. It would be un- 
thinkable for this country to desert the 
Jugo-Slavs now.

ORE PAY, LESS WORK. 

Kicking against the prick of high 
prices has become the favorite indoor 
sport. Unfortunately, most of the move 
ments intended to re-establish the normal 
co-ordination between production and con- 
sumption, between supply and demand, be- 
gin and end in conversation. The general 
public—and it is not an abstraction but a 
living, pulsating reality—is Willing to do 
almost everything but the one thing neces- 
sary, e., to produce more and waste less. 

Many and varied are the reasons ad- 
vanced for the high cost of living; chief 
among them are the wastage caused by the 
war; frightful taxation occasioned by the 
almost prohibitive cost of State and Fed- 
eral government; strikes, sabotage, prof- 
iteering and the general disinclination of 
the country to divest itself of ite war spirit 
and get down to hard, steady work. 

There w those who believed six 
months ago hard words would lower 
prices; others thought that prosecuting 
profiteers would increase production. Pres- 
ident Wilson himself was carried away for 
a time with the idea that the chief offend- 
ers were the cold-storage men. Numerous 
sovereign specifics have been proposed, but 
none of them has proved equal to the emer- 
gency. Just as no single cause, but a com- 
bination of many causes, led to the present 
era of high prices and scant production, no 
single medicine is likely to remedy all the 
Us attendant thereto. The law of supply 
and demand has not been abrogated, net 
ther has its action been quickened by gov- 
ernmental interference. The machinery of 
industry is too delicate and complicated to 
be operated successfully by the popularity- 
seeking politicians. 

Prices are never high when the supply 
of any product exceeds the demand: and 
no kind of governmental regulation has 
succeeded in permanently lowering them so 
long as the demand was greater than the 
supply. Co-ordinating supply and demand, 
however, is a problem. Labor ia the foun- 
dation of all wealth, but it is only the 
foundation; for wealth can never be accu- 
mulated so long as labor and the products 
of labor are wasted. It is not by what the 
world produces, but by what it saves, that 
its wealth is measured, and, like an indi. 
vidual, so long as it spends more than it 
earns it is on the highroad to ‘nancial 
ruin. More production and less waste is 
the goal we are secking. But how is it to 
be reached? There's the rub. 


Since the signing of the armistice there 
has been a falling off in production in 
many lines. Conditions were upset by the 
sudden collapse of Germany under the com- 
bined military and economic pressure, caus- 
ing an unexpectedly-early return of peace. 
Manufacturers and producers began curtail- 
ment until normal conditions should be re- 
stored, at the very time when they should 
have increased their production. Grasping 
union-labor leaders urged the members of 
the unions to strike for HIGHER WAGES, 
SHORTER SOURS and a complete control 
of the shops and plants where they were 
employed, assuring them that the industry 
of the country was too crippled to resist 
their demands. Along with this came the 
wave of radical unrest occasioned by the 
industrial and political cataclysm in Rus- 
sia. 

The natural, one might say the common- 
sense, way to stimulate production was to 
increase the wages of the workers. But 
common sense has an awkward knack of 
going wrong when applied to intricate and 
complicated problems. The Federal Ship- 
ping Board discovered during the war that 
increased pay to the workers actually re- 
duced the production per unit of man pow- 
er. Men who were receiving $5 a day 
could be induced to work seven days a 
week at critical times. When their pay 
was increased to from $10 to $20 a day not 
half of them would work six days a week. 


This condition prevailed in all industry 
at the close of the war. Men who worked 
six days a week for $3 a day insisted on 
laying off an average of two days a week 
when their pay was advanced to $5 a day. 
It has been the experience of the ages that 
the goad of necessity alone will cause men 
to devote eight or ten hours of each day to 
any form of labor, either manual or mental. 
The number of individuals money-mad is 
infinitesimal. It is not for money, but the 
comforts which money will buy, hat men 
work. The experience of the last four 
years has proven beyond cavil that there 
is a POINT ABOVE WHICH MORE PAY 
MEANS LESS WORK. This is not @ very 
consoling truth, but, unfortunately, it is 
nowhere written that truth shall always be 
consoling. There have been too many holl- 
days, too many half-holidays, too many va- 
cations, too many loafers, too many strik- 
ers, too much wanton waste of labor and 
its products for production to make marked 
increased consumption 
augmented by war waste. To use an apt 
phrase of Vice-President Marshall, “We 
are paying for the high price of leisure.” 

Strikes and sabotage have contributed 
their part, and perhaps we have not real- 
ized how considerable that part has been. 
Statistics recently submitted to a Senate 
committee placed the average loss due to 
strikes in this country during the last six 
months at $10,000,000 a day. Separate 
strikes were listed as follows: March, 102; 
April, 134; May, 219; June, 245; July, 364; 
August, 308. 

Sabotage is the favorite weapon of the 
LW.W. George Eliot made one of her 
characters say, “I wouldn't give a penny 
for a man who would drive a nail slack 
because he didn’t get extra pay for it.” 
We fear that she would find a vast number 
of worthless men, measured by that stand- 
ard. in American industry at the present 
time. The LW.W. ideal of a perfect day ts 
one on which a niember receives a full 
day's pay for a half day's work. This form 
of slacking has curtailed production im- 
mensely. if the wastage of strikes and 
sabotage could be subtracted from the pres- 
ent prices of the products of the factories 
and of the soll it would cut many of them 
almost in half. The problem of the high 
cost of living would be approaching solu- 
tion. 

The great remedy for our troubles is 
right thinking. “As a man thinketh, so 
is he,” is one of the profound truths that 
has come down to us from antiquity. It 
is true in all ages and under all conditions. 
The stored wealth of the world would not 
last through a single season if production 
were to cease.

2 OUTRAGES CIVIL RIGHTS. 
California is now getting an experience 


of bureaucratic and militaristic tyranny. 

The United States Department of the 
Navy, throughout the career of the present 
Democratic administration, the most deter- 
mined foe of California oil development, 
bas demanded the delivery to the Pacific 
Fleet at the arbitrary price of $1.11 at tide- 
water of all the oil needed for fuel. The 
price at the wells is $1.23. or 12 cents more 
than the navy is willing to pay after the 
oil has been moved a distance varying from 
125 to 300 miles to tidewater. The facts 
have been fully presented to Secretary Dan- 
fels and his answer has been an order to 
his subordinates to seize the ofl by force. 
Of course, there is no possibility of resist- 
ing a demand of this kind. The companies 
have identically the same chance of get- 
ting their civil rights, of getting protection 
for their property that a man has when 
on a dark night a highwayman confronts 
him on a lonely road and thrusts a gun 
into his face. Secretary Daniels has the 
whole executive power of the nation be- 
hind him. 

Judicial protection is not practicable, for 
the United States, whose power Mr. Dan- 
jels wields, is a sovereign and cannot be 
sued. Experience has shown that service 
of legal process on a nonconsenting Cabi- 
net member is not practicable. Service 
upon subordinates accomplishes nothing. 
The situation is a plain warning of what is 
in sight ff centralization of power at Wash- 
ington is to continue unchecked and bureau- 
crats are w be allowed practically unlim- 
ited authority. Only under the present ad- 
ministration has an outrage such as this ever 
been thought of. As the authority for this 
course of Secretary Daniels is based upon 
the legal fiction that we are still at war 
the situation is another {illustration of the 
need for early ratification of the peace 
treaty. 

The only hope that the oll operators have 
of getting justice, if Secretary Daniels per- 
sists in his course, is an appeal to Con- 
gress—a long and tedious undertaking, with 
no assurance of ultimate success, for Mr. 
Daniels is an expert propagandist; he has 
the public ear and Congressmen hang back 
when they have any fear that a thing may 
be unpopular. True, Mr. Daniels has de- 
clared the price of $1.11—an increase from 
the 86 cents he proposed at the beginning 
of the fiscal year—is to be tentative only, 
and has intimated an adjustment may be 
made when the Federal Trade Commission 
makes a report. But this report is an un- 
certain factor in view of the record which 
the commission has made in past dealings 
with the ofl industry. And, furthermore, 
Secretary Daniels has been forcing deliv- 
eries at prices below the market ever since 
Congress gave him war powers in excess 
of any ever given before—powers not 
dreamed of during the Civil War. He has 
been making promises all the time of a set- 
tlement later, but it has been promises only. 
What he is doing now is worse than he has 
been doing all the time only in degree, not 
in principle. 

As a matter of fact, Secretary Daniels 
has already confessed an error by his ac- 
tion in raising the arbitrary price of 86 
cents a barrel which he fixed on July 1 
last to $1.11. The increase was unsolicited 
and given on his own ipitiative, for the oil 
men ask the navy to pay the same fair 
price other consumers pay, not an arbi- 
trary price fixed by Mr. Daniels's caprice 
and whim, whether it be great or small. 
The price of $1.11 is just as arbitrary and 
illegal as that of 86 cents. 

The worst features, in principle, of the 
case are two. First, the price of $1.23, now 
paid at the wells, to producers is being 
paid as a result of a direct demand made 
upon the marketing companies by tho Fuel 
Administration for the purpose of encourag- 
ing war-time prospecting and development. 
The navy's claim that the price is fictitious 


and that producers pay back any part there 


of in rebates is absurd. Second, by its ob- 
struction of all development of public oil 
lands and of relief legislation the Navy De- 
partment is itself, more than any other 
agency, directly responsible for the short- 
age of oil which had raised the price of the 
lowest grade of crude to 98 cents at the 
wells before the war and which the Fuel 
Administration devoted its war-time efforts 
to eving. 

Oil is the basis of California greatest in- 
dustry. It has suffered more from Secre- 
tary Daniels than any American industry 
ever before suffered at the hands of a public 
official. But all this is doubtless a sample 
of what may be in store if we are to con- 
tinue giving unlimited power to Washington 
bureaucrats, of whom Mr. Daniels is simply 
an extreme example.

THE WHITE MAN, 
IS HE DOOMED? 


BY W. K. ROBERTS. 

Having read with much interest, 
but some skepticism, the article of 
Dr. Austin O'Malley in the Los An- 
geles Times, in which he susgests 
that the white Americans of the 
greater portion of the United States 
are doomed to ultimate extinction. 
because the latitudes are too far 
south and the sunlight too strong 
for them to endure, I will offer the 
following which present a more 
hopeful, if not more logical, view of 
the situation: 

Answering Dr. O'Malley's sugges- 
tion that American “pep” is nothing 
but neurotic irritability I would say 
rather that it is simply quickened 
mentality, in itself perfectly health- 
ful, but requiring extra hygienic pre- 
cautions, somewhat as in the case of 
the high-bred animals which are not 
so hardy as the common scrub. But 
in man a higher order of intelligence 
and culture carries with it the abil- 
ity to provide improved conditions 
of hygiene and diet, so that while 
the birth rate may be reduced, the 
death rate will also be correspond 
ingly reduced. During a great pf 
demic of black plague at Hongkong 
about 1893 (I was living at Swatow, 
China, at that time,) the mortality 
among the Chinese was out of all 
proportion to that of the white pop- 
ulation. The whites protected them- 
selves, not by isolation, but through 
observing hygienic precautions and 
better living, so that notwithstand- 
ing the tropical climate and what- 
ever advantages the natives had in 
the matter of complexions, of the 
former but a bare half dosen lives 
were lost through the disease, while 
the latter died by thousands. I con- 
tend that the superior intelligence 
of the white inhabitants of Hong- 
kong gave them a greater protection 
against the ravages of the plague 
than the dark color did for the na- 
tives. It is much simpler to at- 
tribute American.“pep” to a quick- 
ened intelligence, which results 
from our superior schools, opportu- 
nities for travel and m of 
thought, all of which tend to arouse 
aspiration and ambition to achieve. 
Of course, excessive study and ef- 
forts for success will wreck nerves 
and break down the constitution of 
the individual, if he does not take 
proper food and give himself rea- 
sonable time for rest and recrea- 
tion, and he will also come to grief 
if he undertakes to fortify himself 
with stimulanta 

As to the dying out of Irish fam- 
ilies in this country, history ind! 
cates that the Celt is eliminated in 
a few generations when brought into 
direct economic competition with 
the Anglo-Saxon, Teuton or Mongo- 
Han. The Anglo-Saxon is eliminated 
through direct competition with the 
Teuton, and both AngloSaxon and 
Teuton, or any other branch of the 
Caucasian family, will fall before 
the Mongolian, if brought Into direct 
competition with him in the strug- 
gle for existence. In this we argue 
that it is a question of tempera 
ment; the man of the larger im- 
petuosity, sentiment and nerves will 
fall before the stolid, emotionless 
tollers, such as are exemplified in 
the last degree in the Chinese and 
Japanese. The emotional ‘Celtic peo- 
ples of Ireland, France and Spain 
cannot hold their own in competition 
with the more stolid and plodding 
Anglo-Saxon, Teutons and Mongo 
lians, no matter what climate they 
mav inhabit. The only way to ore 
serve any of the generous tempera- 
mental races from the races that 
are equally virile, but less generous 
and temperamental, is to isolate and 
prevent them from intermingling in 
the same territory. 

Now, beside the question of tem- 
perament, the matter of diet is the 
greatest determining factor in the 
competitive struggle for existence, 
and in this I claim that racial char 
acteristics are not conclusive. If we 
examine the prevailing diet among 
any northern people, it is found to 
consist largely of protein and fat 
obtained principally from animal 
products, while among the natives 
of southern and tropical latitudes it 
fs principally starch and carbon 
from cereals, vegetables and fruit. 


If a northern white man or an . 


kimo, for that matter, smigrates 
to a warmer region and does not 
change his diet to accord with ths 
demands of climate, he will become 
unhealthy. The reason why he be- 
comes unhealthy is not the effect 
of sunlight upon his skin, but the 
effects of the overheating foods or 
stimulants he partakes of. He should 
eat of the more cooling vegetarian 
foods when going south, just as one 
who goes north should eat more of 
the heat-producing fats and proteins. 
All immigrants from the Rritish 
Islands and Northern Europe are 
heavy eaters of the fats and pro- 
teins, and their children born in this 
country inherit the same tendency. 
Unless they are specially instructed 
to adapt their diet to the climate 
they will be physically defective and 
die prematurely. Not only will such 
children inherit the voracious meat- 
eating tendency, but they will have 
more of the craving for stimulants 
than children of the South Euro- 
peans, who are better adapted to 
our climate solely by reason of their 
dietary being more suitable to a 
temperate climate. The Briton 
craves whisky and heavy beer, but 
the Southern European is content 
with very light wine. 

Some twenty-three years ago I 
accompanied a colony of several 
hundred negroes from Atlanta, Ga., 
to Liberia, west coast of Africa, my 
work aboard ship being that of as- 
sistant medical officer. I took par- 
ticular note of the effects of cl. 
mate upon the colonists after landing 
in Africa, having heard much about 
the bad climate. After a few months 
spent in various parts of Liberta, 
my opinion was that the negroes got 
the coast fever and other disorders 
there just as quickly as white men, 
and, as I now realize, it was simply 
because they carried their American 
eating habits into the tropics. The 
so-called civilized or Americanized 
negroes there frequently contracted 
diseases that the uncivilized natives 
do not; for the reason that the for. 
mer eat all the meat they can get. 
while the latter eat cassava root for 


starch, and mangoes 


| for carbon, but rarely eat animal 
flesh. It is a pretty safe prophecy 
that all fegro immigrants to Liberia 
will die out who do not adapt them- 
selves to the diet of the natives, 
just as the northern whites in the 
Southern States will die out if they 
do not develop intelligence enough 
to comply with climatic demands. 
There is one more statement on 
which I wish to take issue with Dr. 
O'Malley, te, that “anthropology 
and tradition show us the earliest 
man Was white and that the colored 
races were such by development.” 
The doctor here offers a proposition 
which cannot be verified by any 
known facts or process of reasoning. 
We would like to ask him to figure 
out as to about how many million 
years it would take to develop a 
negro race from purely white stock, 
or vice versa, a white race from 
negro stock in any climate on earth? 
As a matter of fact there is no con 
clusive evidence to show that white 
men or their descendants ever grow 
darker in a southern climate, of 
that black men or their deacendants 
grow whiter in a northen climate. 
A more practical theory of evolution 
is that a variety of races originated 
on the earth in the distant past and 
that these races adopted habits 
suited to the climate of their origin. 
To successfully transplant any of 
these races into other climes, it 
becomes necessary for them to con- 
form their habits of life to the tem- 
perature or “sunlight” of the region 
eoncerned. Proof that a slow process 
of adaptation is automatically taking 
place with the offspring of the trans- 
planted North Europeans is to be 
found in the progress of prohibi- 
tion, of vegetarianism and of a more 
abstemious dietary in general. Those 
who fall in the more completely with 
this abstemious southern dietary 
will survive and inherit the land, 
while those who stick to the habits 
of the north will become unhealthy 
and sterile, and eventually become

It is 
the object of this proposed public 
Clinic to help these unfortunates back 
into the norma! channels of living. 

MENACING SITUATION. 


So menacing has this situation be- 
come that the Hon. Daniel C. Roper, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
has instructed all collectors of in- 
ternal revenue to immediately seek 
advice of physicians in their re- 
spec:ive districts, and communicate 
to him some plan by which this 
imminent menace can be success- 
fully dealt with. 

In the Los Angeles Internal Rev- 
enus District, a committee of physi- 
clans, under the chairmanship of Dr. 
John V. Barrow, has been laboring 
with this problem for several weeks 
and has arrived at a plan which 
members think is a solution of the 
difficulty. The committee considered 
the plans adopted in New York, 
Memphis and New Orleans and rec- 
ommended an adoption of a modi- 
fication of the New Orleans system, 
which, in their professional judg- 
ment, will meet the exigencies of 
the situation. 

The plan proposes the establish- 
ment of a municipal clinic, under 
the supervision of Dr. L. M. Powers, 
City Health Officer, at which clinic 
addicts can obtain narcotics at ac- 
tual cost thereof. This dispensing 
will be under the direction of a 
Physician who will prescribe for, and 
treat these addicts, with a view of 
effecting a cure of their addiction. 
Proper safeguards will be thrown 
around the municipal dispensary or 
Clinic. which will protect it from 
abuse. In this new public clinic it 
is proposed to treat the drug addict 
in such a manner that he may con- 
tinue working at his usual occupa- 
tion, thus losing very little financial- 
ly or in self respect. 

The “dope peddler is a downright 
menace to society and is surrepti- 
tiously supplying these unfortunates 
with these habit-forming drugs at 
Prices so high as to be unbelievable. 
The municipal dispensary will re- 
the unfortunates of dependence 
upon these nefarious peddlers, and 
in a large measure restore their self- 
respect by showing to them that so- 
clety, with compassion, is desirous 
of aiding them in every way to re- 
— themselves from the drug

It is believed that the dispensary 
will become self-supporting in a 
brief time after its institution, and 
the small expense necessary for its 
installation will he gladly borne by 
the public. Wholesome public opin-

Either Sessue Hayakawa is the 
most efquisitely artistic producer of 
screen plays in the world today, or 
else the Japanese settings lend them- 
selves so beautifully to dramatic 
production that we are lured into 
believing this & true. I don’t mean 
his stories are always the greatest, 
or even that they are always the 
best played. I mean simply that he 
has the power, above anyone I know, 
to project those stories upon the
